Washington, .March 19.—That there 


•will be a great variety o£ opinions on 
the tariff 
hill when it reaches the 


senate Is now certain, according to ex- 
pressions of senators in whose states 
aro located • the 
various industries, 


chiefly affected 
by 
the changes of 


schedules proposed in the house Mil. 


Reductions of lumber schedules will 


bo sturdily resisted by Senators Frye 
and Hale, of Maine, and by some of 
the senators from tbe Pacific coast, 
and from the extreme northwest. Sen- 
ators from Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota, on the other hand, will 
make a strenuous effort to secure free 
lumber, instead of the mere reduction 
of the tariff, as proposed by the house 
bill. 


Hostility to Inheritance Tax. 


The proposed Inheritance tax will 


be stoutly resisted and senators will 
have an opportunity to vote upon an 
amendment providing for an income 
tax. Free coal and hides also will be 
resisted and there is likely to bo a 
strong fight against reductions in the 
various iron and steel schedules. 


While the general trend of senti- 


ment among • senators favors an' in- 
crease in some of the schedules, and 
•while they generally believe that the 
house has made ample reductions to 
satisfy • tariff reformers, at least one 
republican senator, Mr. Cummins, of 
Iowa, declares that the tariff should 
be,made still lower and that he will 
do everything in his power to obtain 
further reductions. 


For. Free Coal and Lumber. 


The entire. Minnesota 
delegation 


has steadily taken a leading part in 
advocating a reduction in the iron, and 
steel schedule, and in the procure- 


._.jnent,ofjr,ee.coal and free lumber, and 


the senators from that state will con- 


. timfe to advocate that course, as well 
as to obtain, a lower tariff, on glass. It 
is declared that Minnesota, North Da- 
kota and' South Dakota have nothing 
to fear from free lumber, while they 
are anxious to obtain entrance into

Frye's Calamity Howl. 


Senator Frye, of Minnesota, today 


said that the removal of the duty from 
•wood pulp would transfer that indus- 
try to Canada and stated that the ten 
thousand, men now employed in the 
wood pulp and' paper business in 
Maine would be placed in forced idle- 
ness. These industries, he said, rep- 
resent ?70,000,000 in capital. With 
free hides he believed the forty per 
cent, reduction in the boot and shoe 
schedules would be fairly acceptable. 


"In a general way,'the house bill is 


quite acceptable to Connecticut," said 
Senator Bulkley. He did not think 
there would be serious objection to 
the inheritance tax. His state now 
imposes a tax on inheritances. 


Culum Approves House Bill. 


"As a whole, the house bill is .a 


pretty good tariff measure," said Sen- 
ator Cullona." 
It ought to satisfy 


those who have been clamoring for a 
reduction. While a reduction has been 
made in the duty on farm machinery, 
the provisions of this bill will allow 
us to enter the markets of France, 
which have been closed. The inherit- 
ance tax is all right as a source of 
national 
revenue, although 
Illinois 


rigidly enforces a tax of that kind." 


Senator Curtiss said that Kansas 


would star-d out for a duty on bides, 
and added that it.would also want a 
substantial protection on its dried egg 
industry, the importance of which, 
he 'deciared, was not generally real- 
ized. 


Senator McCumber.doclared himself 


in favor of free lumber and a tariff 
on hides, and insisted that the inherit- 
ance tax was all right. 


Free Hides With an If. 


Senator Bailey insisted that, one of 


two things would have to occur in re- 
ppect loathe duty on hides and boots 
and shoes. If boots and shoes and 
other products of leather are protect- 
ed, he believes, there should be pro- 
tection for hides. He would have no 
objection Jo free hides if the same 
principle of exemption could be adopt- 
ed in respect to articles manufactured 
from leather goods. H is understood 
that Mr. Bailey will give the senate 
?.n opportunity to vote upon an amend- 
ment, providing for an income tax and 
lie will maintain that, if an Income 
•.ax has any element of unconstitution- 
•ilily that objection will apply with 
still greater force to a tax on Inherit- 
ances.

As I look about me 
tonight, I see but two men who were 
then grown to manhood. On that oc- 
casion Hon. Hugh McCulloch was the 
principal speaker. 
He was then the 


big man of Fort Wayne, and, as you 
recall, later became one of the big 
men of the nation. It is something 
like two hundred years ago that old 
Samuel Johnson declared that he 
thought God's best gift to man was 'a 
good inn.' Yet -Mr. Johnson had not 
seen The Anthony. Since the days of 
the first Fort Wayne hotel banquet 
times have changed and the contrasts 
are almost beyond description. I will 
recall the time when in place of our 
present beautiful city the only show 
places we had to point out to visitors 
were the county jail and the cerne-

The difference between the business man's lighting of streets in a business-like

As a Avriter in "Public Service" said in 1907: 


"In Muncie, as elsewhere, where .municipal ownership of a public utility- 


has failed, politics had much to do with it. Muncie is an average city, neither 
better governed, perhaps, nor worse governed tha-n others of its size, and po- 
litical and civic conditions which existed here, and which were largely respon- ' 
.sible for the failure of the city's experiment, are largely such as exist else- 
where in cities of this size. The coiuicihnen were honest, the boards of public 
works were honest, the. mayors were honest, but they were, as those officers 
are everywhere, IN POLITICS, and POLITICS AND GOOD BUSINESS 
SELDOM GO HAND IN HAND. Politics in Muncie led to BAD MANAGE- 
MENT of the city's lighting industry, and bad management LED TO FAIL- • 
TJEE." 


The original plant at Muncie cost $20,000. During the thirteen years* it re- 


quired outlays for equipment amountinp; to $18,000. It was then found to be worth 
not far from $14,000 on a fair appraisal. 
. , 


In other words, $38,000 had shrunk in the using to $14,000. Yet Muncie's of- 


ficials steadily refused to acknowledge depreciation in the plant or figure upon it 
as a factor in the cost of street lighting. 


With $20,000 in bonds out and the taxpayers compelled to pay $1,200 each 


year thereon, the superintendent declined to figure in the interest as part of the 
street lighting cost. 


Again the official reports and the facts failed to agree in such vital points as 


even the number of street lights. 


When the city turned over its equipment to the Muncie Electric Light Com- 


pany the 256 lights supposed to have been in operation in 1905, and upon which the' 
city had based its announced cost of $56.85 per lamp, were f ouud to number exact- 
ly 215 lights. This shortage of 41 lights and the introduction into the accounts of 
other factors of cost, omitted by the city accountants, showed that the city's lamps 
had really been costing $91.11 per lamp per year on a moonlight schedule." 


On the present every-night schedule those lights in 1905 would have cost Mun- 


cie under Municipal Ownership $98.69. 


Muncie is now paying a flat rate of $57.50 on a ten-year contract. 
When Muucie shall have finished five years hence paying off interest of $1,200 


a year on its bonds, and then shall have paid off the $20.000 of principal of 'the 
bonds, it can. with a pile of old junk and a vivid aud painful memory, reflect on 
the satisfaction of Municipal, Ownership.

width will be needed. 


When contrasting goods is used to 


finish the neck, front and sleeves, one 
and one-eighth yards twenty inches 
wide will be necessary for the dress- 
ing sacque 
and two and one-eighth 


yards for the wrapper. 


That the garment illustrated is so 


simple and easy to make, and yet so 
neat and trig in appearance, makes it 
doubly attractive to the busy woman 
who has little time for sewing.

\Vhen I arrived la British 
East • 


Africa last spring I heard a. great 
deal on every side about the pros- 
pective visit of our president to tho 
hunting grounds of big game. Wheth- 
er It was. the Arab Sultan of Zanzi- 
bar, the Lewall of 
Mombasa, 
tho 


English ^'rulers, tho German officers 
or the French colonists, everybody 
wanted to show their deep apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt. 


A maa who will wait with Intense 


interest the guest's arrival will bo 
the hereditary Arab ruler of all East 
Africa, young All bin Hamoud, the 
present sultan oj Zanzibar. I know 
the sultan well. When the American 
consul presented ma to him in tha 
palace in the summer of 1908 his first 
words were:—"I am always glad to 
meet Americans. 
Your big country 


is the one I most desire to see. Your 
brilliant president is coming to East 
Africa, and he will have the warmest 
welcome ever given to a visitor in 
my domains. 
You see, we Arabs 


have the same sense of honor and 
high worth that you English speak- 
ing people have. 
It would bo the 


greatest pleasure In the world for me 
to receive Mr. Roosevelt and to visit 
America." 
So spoke the sultan of 


Zanzibar, a young man educated at 
Eton, now twenty-two years of -age, 
dressed like an English gentleman 
and speaking the language of Shake- 
speare without an accent, 


On the mainland at Mombasa,, the 


Arab ruler is called the lewali. He 
Is a descenedant of a race of kings. 
He will be on the reception commit- 
tee at Mombasa. For a long time 
his Arab ancestors fought the Arabs 
of Zanzibar, but at last Zanzibar was 
victorious, and the lewali of Momba- 
sa is now a finely educated young 
man,, is a subject of the sultan and 
under''the protectorate of England. 
Great Britain rents the shore land for 
ten miles inland from the' Bultan of 
Zanzibar for 585,000 a year, The hin- 
terland is hers^by right of occupation 
and a.territory of four hundred thou- 
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sand square miles, 
million blacks and 
whites make up what is called the 
East Africa protectorate. 
It is here 


and-'in Uganda, another territory at 
the headwaters of the Nile, that the 
most of the hunting is to be. done. 
The.two side trips o£ most import- 
ance are the one projected into the 
Congo in search of white rlilhoceri, 
and the one toward Lake Rudolph on 
the Abyssinian border. 
There is al- 


so a fine trip to the Kilimanjaro and 
German East Africa in contempla- 
tion. 


Now one of the men who -will be 


prominent' in the entertainment of 
the Roosevelt party is Governor Sir 
James Sadler, o£ the East African 
protectorate, who has a fine bunga- 
low at Mombasa and one at Nairobi, 
337 miles in the interior, at an ele- 
vation of 5,500 feet. Sir James is a 
man of open heart and- kindly dispo- 
sition. He has been und^viatingly in 
favor of giving the blacks their own 
land and all their rights. Some of 
the colonists think 
that Governor 


Sadler is kind to the native and the 
Hindoos at the expense of the white 
men. 
He expelled Hon. Mr. Bailey 


and 'Lord Delamere from the legisla- 
tive assembly at Nairobi last year 
because those gentlemen were ac- 
tively working against the game pre- 
serves' and the reserves of land for 
the Masei and other tribes. 


Mr. Bailey.and Lord Delamere are 


both rich men and very popular, and 
they will unquestionably be among 
the British colonists to welcome and 
greet the big man after big game. I 
understand that Governor Sadler is 
going to have the president as his 
guest in the famous bungalow; or 
government house, which looks 
off 


from the rocks of Mombasa out upon 
the Indian ocean, on a view unparal- 
leled anywhere in East Africa. Cap- 
tain Gray, of the castle (th'e old fort 
built by. Vasco de Gara in 149S), and 
the English club of Mombasa is now 
preparing a hearty reception. The 
Arab lewali can tell Mr. Roosevelt 
anything he wishes to know about 
the tribes, and about the race and 
social, problems which, I understand, 
the president is to study. 


- Mr. Currie. manager of the Ugan- 
da railway, and Mr. Sweeney, bis as- 
sistant, are both good, progressive 
Englishmen. 
They told me that all 


conveniences that couid conduce lo 
the health and comfort ot .'he visitors 
on the railway line of their journey 
would be put at the command of the 
popular American hunter. They aro 
actually 
making 
improvements in 


their rolling stock and introducing 
new ice f,hn',s to please and "ne'tp 
their 
distiacutshcd 
visitor. 
This 


Uganda 
railway, finished 
In 13'i2, 


runs iroai Mombasa to Lake Victoria. 


B84 .miles, and along the greater part 
of It the game is protected on one 
side of the .track. On the right hand 
Side of the track hunters may shoot, 
and it is here that Mr, Currie and 
the railway officials will make all ar- 
rangements for trains to atop; and 
cars are to be equipped with every- 
thing that can make the hunt at this 
point an assured pleasure and suc- 
cess, 
There are hundreds^an'd thou- 


sands of wild same in sight of the 
railway car windows. 
I counted in 


one afternoon no less than 959 head 
of game along the railway—aebra, 
Impala, 
wildebeeste, 
hartebeeste, 


Grant and Thompson gaaelles, os- 
triches, giraffes, jackals, huga birds, 
vultures, marabouts and a host of 
other wild live things. 


The party will likely proceed di- 


rectly to Nairobi, the capital of Brit 
ish East Africa, 337 miles inland. 
Here Governor Sadler and Vice Gov- 
ernor Jackson -pi-ill for a part of the 
time have the president as a. guest. 
But at Nairobi is the famous1 Ameri- 
can, Mr. McMillan, who has a charm- 
ing wife and whose boundless wealth 
and genial hospitality are known all 
over the country: 
Mr. McMillan I 


met. 
in August. 'He was having his 


town house at Nairobi—a handsome 
bungalow—fitted 
up 
with 
electric 


lights, and rooms are being added to 
it that he may enable the president 
lo stay at this American home while 
he is getting ready for his big safari 
(journey). The Norfolk hotel, Nairo- 
bi, will also be open to Mr. Roose- 
velt's party. Already in August they 
informed me they had rooms re- 
served for members ol the safari. 
There are nearly seven hundred Eng- 
lishmen in and around Nairobi; and 
they will have receptions and horse 
races, banquets and speeches—for is 
cot this the Boslon of East Africa, 
and have they not had an incipient 
revolution there this year und called 
upon the governor to resign, as they 


Is in eafe hands with this hardy North- 
man, for he has hunted and safarled 
(journeyed) with the natives all over 
tho African- plateau, 


H Mr, Roosevelt will take my ad- 


Vice he will not miss the Kilimanjaro 
mountain and the .Taveta forest, on 
the borders of German East Africa 
and in the Province of Moschi, 
He 


can get a train from Nairobi back to 
Voi, about two hundred miles, From 
Voi to Burra among the Taita hills is 
twenty-three miles. At Burra he will 
find the English collector, a great and 
skilful hunter. Then he will cross the 
Seringeti, a desert o! scrub for fifty 
miles, full of lions, leopards and hye- 
nas. There I had two donkeys eaten 
by lions and a dog eaten by a leopard. 
Across the Seringeti there is a good 
road, built right up through British 
territory to German East Africa -and 
Marangu, in the Kilimanjaro region. 
While I was here in August, 1908, 
eleven elephants were killed by Brit- 
ish and German 
sportsmen in one 


week. 


At Taveta forest, on the border of 


German and British East Africa, lives 
the best sportsman in the whole con- 
tinent of Africa, and Roosevelt cannot 
afford to miss a hunt with him—my 
friend, Hyde Baker, the English com- 
missioner; He has shot 200 elephants 
and an equal number of lions, besides 
a host of game and birds for Baron 
Rothschild. 
Hyde Baker is in a dif- 


ficult and delicate position with the 
brave Germans, but he is as much a 
favorite with .them as with his own 
race. When I left Moschi, the German 
fort in Kilimanjaro, every 
German 


officer said: "Remember me to Hyde 
Baker," "My regards to Mr. Baker" 
"Forget me not mit Herr Baker." The 
truth is, Baker is a kind of Daniel 
Boone among these brave frontiers- 
men. 
He. is a grand type of the Eng- 


lish gentleman. Tall and straight, and 
in his prime. Baker is the -man near- 
est Roosevelt's ideal in Africa. Baker 


men. 
\Vc shall sea great elephants 


nd buffaloes who hunt the hunter, 
nd we shall most of ail appreciate the 
•isit of a brave, true-hoarted man." 
There will be wild places where not 


even officers, pioneers or missionaries 
iro seen—the wilderness around Lak« 
Rudolph and the valleys and dense 
angles on the 
Abyssinian 
border, 


vhore the wild tribes own neither God 
nor king, neither a faith nor a govern 
ment or governor from Abyssinia or 
Great Britain or Uganda, but where he 
who has must keep his own and he 
may take who can. 


Roosevelt is a primal man, and also 


a man of ripest civilization. He is a 
rarer specimen of our kind than the 
okapl.of the Congo forests, and where 
he goes 
go 
good 
hunting, 
brave 


thoughts, brave deeds. His collection 
of specimens and game, his Interviews 
with the colonists and the halt savage 
kings and chiefs 'will be heard and 
read, of with a universal Interest. He 
will say and write just what he means, 
and his word to the white men and 
tho black men in the forest will be 
that of a good man with a fine brain 
and a great big sympathetic heart. No 
man since Livingstone,' I dare believe, 
will influence Africa more than Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, a notable hunter and 
a worldwide citizen. 
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Is the only white man who ever ga 
an okapl (the newest animal in sc 
ence) alive. He shot it in the Hurl 
forest lor 
Baron. Rothschild. This 


man, a nephew of Sir Samuel Baker, 
who discovered some, of the sources of 
the Nile, is a modest, refined, quiet 
man, like a bank president. But look 
you, I have known him to bag two ele-' 
phanta in an afterntion whose aggre- 
gate weight was eight tons, - 


Mr, Baker talked with me about the 


visit of America's foremost 
hunter. 


He said in a simple, 
boyish way: 


"Tell the president if he comes my 
way I will show him all the game." 
That was not much to say, but when 
it's all it's a great :deal, for this man 
knows all the game from the -Zambesi 
to the Nile, 
' . 
' 
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did in Boston long ago? In the Nai- 
robi postoffice one day 1 was address- 
ing a picture postal to President 
Roosevelt, and an English pioneer 
farmer' came in and saw it. He said 
to me:— "if you know Mr. Roosevelt. 
tell him I have a farm ten miles 
square, with forty wild buffaloes on 
it. We are keeping them in the hone 
that your president will give us a 
look in." 


Mr. McMillan is a nephew of Sena- 


tor McMillan, of Michigan. 
I asked 


him why he continued to live in Af- 
rica. He replied— "I don't know. Noi 
man knows what fascinates him with j 
this wild country. I have Africanitis, 
I suppose. And I hope the president. 
when he comes, will fine! it as enjoya- 
ble as 1 always do. I have a farm of 
20.000 acres and I can take him to 
rhino and wild buffalo, as well as 
lions, within fifty miles of Nairobi, ami 
show him tho wildest lifo he will find 
in Africa. 
We are simply rejoicing

This is en incident In connection 


with the founding of the Christian 
church iu Europe. Paul and Silas had 
preached, that memorable sermon on 
the banks ot that Thracian stream, 
which was the first utterance of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ In Europe, that 
great laud where today so many fanes 
and temples and gorgeous forms o£ 
marble and many precious stones rise 
to the glory of God in his houses of 
worship of many lands. And as a re- 
sult of this preaching upon the river 
bank to Lydia-and her company of 
women a church was formed. 
All 


those early churches were.entertained 
in the homes of the converts, as was 
also particularly the case In the early 
history- ot Methodism. 
The church 


formed was held only in some dwell 
ing place, some home of those who 
were converted by the preaching ot 
these missionaries. 


The Old Fashioned Gospel. 


How does it come back to me now- 


in those hills and valleys of Vermont 
where 
my 
father 
preached—thos< 


sweet and solemn gatherings in th< 
farmhouses, when benches were se 
up about the old gaping fireplaces, 
when the bronzed farmers came over 
the hills behind their sleighbells, tho 
creaking of the snow about the doors, 
when the logs In the old fireplace sent 
up their leaping (lames overhead and 


ut into the evening air toward tho 
tars, and my father stood in the 
midst of them with his hands within 
caching distance of many a boy's 
head, of many a girl's head growing 
up about the knees of the pious folk 
of the homes, and in his unspeakable, 
homely and simple eloquence—so it 
seems to me, the rarest silver tonguo 
hat ever apake, whatever it may 
iccm to others—he proclaimed to 
these people in the home Lne gospel 
of Christ. 


So it was in the early days of tho 
hristian church. 
But this auspicious beginning was 


almost immediately interrupted by 
he rude arrest and Incarceration of 
these followers of Jesus. You remem- 
ber the circumstance. 
Here was a 


dancing girl, whose picture has come 
down to us on the canvas of several 
artists of modern times, the same 
Oriental dancing girl, her brain half 
swirling with insanity. A soothsayer, 
who tojd fortuntes from straws picked 
from the street, and by many arts 
which made her living, and brought to 
her masters great gain when the hat 
went 
around among the gathered 


crowd at the end of her exhibitions. 
And now that she is restored again 
and become modest-faced and more 
beautiful than in her garish splendor, 
and folds h'ev scanty robe about her 
and hides away and becomes a Chris- 
tian woman, the hope of her masters 


gain is gone, and in their anger they 
icset the men who had caused their 
oss, and thrust them into this prison. 


That was the cause. It is always 


easier to do men harm than to do 
hem good, and the world will pay you 
>etter far for harming it than fo: 
blessing it. 
Oue may sell rum and 


will bow at the feet of Jesus, as Paul 
and Silas told this man to do. 


Then there are the wives of these 


men. a goodly company of them—and 
there used to be a larger number be- 
fore we were given up to the enjoy- 
ments of luxury and 
wealth—who 


have grown up without much senti- 


wretch who was the occasion of their 
victimization still sleeps on and is not! 
awakenod by this soft song. But the 
prisoners are wakened. And one by 
their side says: "I wonder why they 
are so happy t" One rude fellow, tak- 
en in from the hills, who was a mur- 
derer, says: 
"How can they be so 


happy?" And another and another 
rouse themselves to wonder how they 
can be so happy.

When you hear the 


clang of those doors, you have no ink- 
llns of the tenderness of heart which 
cried out later: "What shall I do to 
be saved?" No, he was not stirred 
yet. 
All was fish that came to his 


Bet. 
May be there was a little bonus 


that came to him from these prison 
ers. He was simply n hireling of the 
Roman government. When these men 
were put down in the noisome innei 
prison, he slept as well on his iron 
bed as if no injury had been done 
his hand. You would not think that a 
man like that would speak the word 


and brew, they keep the house clean. 
:hey save the dollar, they teach their 
boys to do right and go along their 
way. an:l save and save and save, and 
tic thrifty. 
Multitudes of women in 


older New England led this hard life, 
not a wicked life, but certainly not a 
spiritual life, and sent their boys and 
girls Into the community without ever 
any concept that the softening of re- 
ligion, praverfttlness, charity, aspira- 
tions towards the character of Jesus, 
a hope of heaven, had any place In the 
life. I have seen a little lump of clay 
taken from an English hillside, look- 
ing so dead and cold, as I held it in my 
hand, and yet it is possible that that 
little lump of clay can be made Into 
Royal Worcester, as no other clay In 
the world can be, when it is touched 
by fire, and on It can be painted as on 


distant city, after a-long term of pros-1 
perity. suddenly saw everything tak- 
en from him iu that awful destructive 
Black Friday, saw everything go to the 
wall. The next day another friend of 
mine went over to the office and saw 
this man who had lost his fortune, 
found him smiting, cheerful and hap- 
py.

The Song of Praise In the Prison. 
Now, sec how it transpires in this

And so i 
tho jailer thinks to commit suicide, [ 
thinking tho prisoners have fled. That 
is the common way, the way of des- 
peration, when the hard heart comes 
to its trial beyond its powers. He is 
alarmed, no doubt. Something terri- 
ble 'has happened to him, and it has 
happened In a way that it has never 
happened before, and he is frightened. 
So, occasionally, 1 see the hard man 
fearful. 
Occasionally I meet him and 


find that he is distressed, anxious and 
afraid. 
But oven then ho is not will- 


ing to look to Him who is the power 
and help, but he thinks of some des- 
perate 'thing. 


Just as this man is about to fall up- 


on his sword, Paul says: 
"Do thyself 


no harm!"

pey and Crassus to the amount of ten 
millions of dollars. King Herod re- 
newed and enlarged the temple, forti- 
fied the city by building three great 
towers: Hippicus, Phasaelas and Ma- 
riamne, the first of which !s standing 
today. 
He also built the Bridge of 


Herod, now in ruins, of which Robin- 
son's Arch is a part. 


We have seen Samaria, thirty-six 


miles north of Jerusalem, one of the 
most beautiful situations in all Pales- 
tine. The city is in a basin, between 
hills, and upon the slope of the hill of 
Samaria, from the top of which we 
view the Mediterranean sea, many 
miles away, and it appears like a 
sparkling blue sapphire gem. In every 
direction the hills about Samaria are 
vine-clad. We have seen Gaza, in the 
distance, from the desert road. We 
are interested because it was there 
that Sampson performed many of his 
feats, and finally was killed when lie 
pulled 'down the Templo of Dagon, not 
only killing himself, but three thou- 
sand other persons. 


We have visited Lydda, a beautiful 


village on the Plain of Sharon, be- 
tween Jerusalem and Joppa. 
The 


roses of Sharon are blooming every- 
where, and almost countless sheep 
aro pasturing there. 


We have seen Joppa, the city by the 


'sea, with stones jutting out into it 
like tusks, the city Itself built upon a 
hill, sloping down to the sea; orange 
groves 
interapersod 
between 
the 


houses, wafting their fragrance so 


. that It is enjoyed by those on passing 


ehips. Very ancient is Joppa—one ol 
the oldest cities in the world. 


People We Have Met.

We have looked into the faces of 


the seventy-one supposed wise men, 
who formed 
the 
Sanhedrin, 
and 


among them the high priest, Caiaphas, 
and the former high priest, Annas. 
They appear as men of bitter preju- 
dices, narrow views, and. for the most 
part, hard faces. We would not care 
to trust our case with them. 


We have met Joseph Barnabas from 


Cyprus, whom we found to be open- 
hearted and open-handed. He was the 
first to sell his property, and lay it 
at the feet of the apostles. 


We have become acquainted with 


Stephen, who as a deacon ministered 
o wisely and sweetly. And we have 
also listened to his wise words as a 
ay preacher. We have seen young 
aul, who cared for the garments of 
he men who were doing the stoning. 


We have met Philip in 
Samaria. 


Us face looked like a. prayer. He had 
eft Jerusalem because the followers 
of Jesus were being persecuted there; 
we met him again on the desert road, 
;oing toward Gaza, and afterward at 
Ashdod and at Cuesarea. 
Wo have 


net one man who was a deceiver, but 
Philip proved his wickedness. 
We 


lave met one black man, who greatly 
ntcrested us, the treasurer of Can- 
dace of Ethiopia. He was black, but 
comely, as he rode in his chariot in 
royal state; his face illumined by his 
search for the truth as it is in Jesus, 
pondering the roll of Isaiah. 


Wo have become acquainted with a 


man who was bedridden ^or eight, 
years. 
How tractable he seemed, 


ready on the moment to obey a com- 
mand in the name of the Lord! 
We 


have met the lovely gazalle-eyed Dor- 
cas, and looked Into the faces of the 
widows and orphans who claimed her 
for their friend. 


Preachers We Have Heard. 


Wonderful linguists they were; for 


they could speak In the language of 
any one with whom they came face to 
face! 
So that every man heard the 


gospel in his own tongue, and three 
thousand were converted in one day 
and not on one day only, but continu- 
ally the number of converts multi- 
plied. 
God had touched their lips 


with the power of the Holy Spirit. 


We heard Peter preaching in the 


temple, 'in Solomon's Porch. He had 
a. disorderly audience that day, be- 
cause they were filled with wonder and 
amazement at the healing of the lame 
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man, and they were further excited 
by his leaping and walking and prais- 
ing God. Another element of disorder 
was the disgruntled Pharisees, who 
were not willing to acknowledge any 
good things in Jesus or his followers. 


We heard a bold preacher, who 


dared to preach salvation through 
Jesus Christ to the members of the 
Sanhedrin, a band of men who had 
themselves condemned Jesus to death 
—that man was Peter, and he was all 
the more brave because he was their 
prisoner. And John boldly supported 
Peter, he being also a prisoner with 
Peter. 


We heard Peter and John preaching 


at daybreak in the temple, after hav- 
ing been forbidden by the Sanhedrin 
to preach in the name of Jesus. And 
there was a crowd of people listening 
to them. But their preaching was 
cut short by arrest, and they were 
again brought before the Sanhedrin. 


We heard another man preaching to 


the Sanhedrin: his name was Stephen, 
not an apostle, but a lay preacher, a 
deacon—one of the new converts. But 
he spoke with such power that they 
were cut 
to the heart, 
and they 


gnashed on him with their teeth. 


Wo heard another deacon preach— 


Philip, in the city of Samaria. 
The 


whole cityful went out to hear him. 
And we saw great joy in that city, be- 
cause the people believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ through the preaching of 
Philip. One man alone was in bitter- 
ness, Simon Magus. We heard Philip 
reprove him for offering money with 
which he might buy the power of the 
Holy Spirit. 


We afterward 
heard that 
same 


preacher preaching to an audience of 
one, and his pulpit was a seat In a 
chariot, with his audience at his side. 
The text was Isa. 53:7, 8. So con- 
vincing was the preacher that the man 
became a convert, was baptized and 
went on his way rejoicing. 


Miracles We Have Seen. 


Shall we not call the ascension o! 


our Lord a miracle? "He was taken 
up," 
contrary to the law of gravita- 


tion, which would have caused him to 
fall rather than to rise, but he went 
up until a cloud received him out of 
their sight. 
Dr. Philip Schaff 
has 


said: "A true miracle is above nature, 
but not against nature; it Is a tem- 
porary suspension of the operation of 
the laws of nature, but not a viola- 
tion of the laws themselves; it is a 
manifestation of a higher order, which 
the lower order obeys. 
We have an j 


analogy In the power of our will over 
the body, as by raising our hand we 
suspend the operation of the law of 
gravity. God controls and directs and 
extends and contracts the forces of 
nature, which are. his agents. 
God 


alone can work miracles, or onable 
men to perform, them. If. we believe in 
an almighty personal God, we shall 
have no difficulty In believing the pos- 
sibility of miracles." 


We saw the descent of the Holy 


Spirit, appearing like tongues of fire, 
upon ths head of each bne in the up- 
per room 
at Jerusalem. The bril- 


liance was like fire, but unlike fire it 
did not burn any one. 


We saw the miracle of power con- 


ferred upon the apostles in the com- 
mand of languages, which was given 
them for the .preaching of the .gospel 
to men of alj. nations and for the heal- 
ing of all luffi^s of disease. 


We saw tue miracle of three thou-

Court Scenes We Have Witnessed. 
In the court of the Sanhedrin, Peter 


and John being ou.trial after the heal- 
ing of the lame man, the seventy-one 
members of the Sanhedrin. sat in a 
semi-circle, with the high priest in 
the center. % Their prisoners stood, and 
the man who had been healed in the 
midst, under guard, and there were 
false witnesses at their side. But how 
strange—the prisoner, Peter, becomes 
himself the accuser of his would-be 
judges.' Chryspstqm i comments on the 
Christian "wisdom.of Peter on -this oc- 
casion: "How full of confidence he is, 
and yet how he utters not a word of 
insult, but speaks with1 all respect." 
It has also been said that "the only 
titles with which Peter 
addressed 


them implied that" they should be'lead' 


ers in every good work, and favor all 
that would help the people." We were 
present at a second trial of Peter and 
John before the Sanhedrin. If pos- 
sible, there was more interest in this 
second trial than in the first, because 
it followed their miraculous release 
from prison. In tl-is trial Peter made 
an appeal to heaven and declared, "We 
must obey God rather than men." 


We are again in the court of the 


Sanhedrin, but- only one prisoner is in 
the midst. It is Stephen, the deacon. 
He was charged with speaking blas- 
phemous words against 
Moses and 


against God. And many false wit- 
nesses were there to press the charges, 
and the false-hearted Sanhedrinists be- 
lieved them,"or at least accepted them, 
'because it suited their purpose to do 
so. The court room then became a 
scene of direct confusion as the judges

But there were some who hard- 


ened their hearts and charged 
the 


apostles with being drunken. 


We witnessed the healing of 
the 


lame man at the gate of the temple, 
which proved to be like a great bell 
calling the people together to praise 
God. 
It emphasized the fact that God 


cares for the bodies as well as for the 
souls of men. Many lame men did 
Jesus heal, as well as those who were 
blind or were lepers. Nothing is too 
hard for God. 


We saw the miraculous healing done 


by Philip, the deacon in Samaria, who 
had been among those in the upper 
room upon whom the Spirit descend- 
ed. Later we saw in Samaria the 
power 
of 
the 
Spirit 
transferred, 


through' the laying on of hands by 
Peter and John, upon the Samaritan 
converts, who were then able to per- 
form miracles in the name of their 
Lord. 


We saw Aeneas at Lydda, in a mo-
